AND whereas it is also expedient to repeal the duty now payable 
upon bonds given to the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper or Commis- 
sioners of the Great Seal of Great Britain or Ireland respectively, 
for the time being, by any creditor or creditors petitioning for a 
Commission of Bankrupt; BE it further Enacted, That from and
